BOROUGH  OF  EASTLEIGH 


To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors 
of  the  Borough  of  Eastleigh. 

Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  statutorily  required  Annual 
Report  on  the  health  conditions  in  the  Borough  for  the  year  1952  : as 
in  previous  years,  it  follows  the  general  lines  prescribed  by  the  Minister 
of  Health. 

The  number  of  Live  Births  was  493,  a reduction  of  70  in  the 
number  born  in  1951,  or,  presented  in  another  form,  there  were  7 
children  born  in  1952  for  every  8 born  in  1951.  This,  however,  is  a 
sharp  decline  only  in  relation  to  1951  figures,  when  there  was  an  up- 
surge in  the  number  of  births  which  had  dropped  progressively  from 
572  to  524  between  1947  and  1950  : considered  in  relation  to  the  down- 
ward trend  in  births,  the  decline  from  524  to  493  over  two  years  is  not 
great.  Illegitimate  births  were  12  in  number,  representing  2.43  per 
cent,  of  the  total  births.  This  further  fall  in  the  illegitimacy  rate 
brings  it  to  a figure  comparable  to  those  prevailing  prior  to  the  war  years. 

The  Birth  Rate  at  16.15  per  thousand  population  reflects  the  fall 
in  the  number  of  births.  Application  of  the  Registrar-General’s  Com- 
parability Factor  yields  an  Adjusted  Birth  Rate  of  16.8,  which  is  1.3 
greater  than  160  smaller  towns  in  aggregate  and  1.5  greater  than  the 
rate  applicable  to  the  country  as  a whole.  Relative  to  the  downward 
trend  referred  to  above,  the  birth  rate  of  160  smaller  towns  in  aggregate 
declined  from  16.7  in  1950  to  15.5  in  1952,  a fall  of  1.2,  whereas  the 
adjusted  birth  rate  for  the  borough  declined  from  17.9  to  16.8,  a fall  of 
1.1. 

Stillbirths  numbered  7,  of  which  one  was  illegitimate,  yielding 
a Rate  of  14.00  per  1,000  total  births  (live  and  still)  and  almost  repeating 
the  favourable  experience  of  1950.  The  Stillbirth  Rate  per  1,000 
population  was  correspondingly  low  at  0.22  as  compared  with  the  figure 
of  0.36  of  the  smaller  towns. 

Deaths  depleted  the  population  by  316,  some  27  fewer  than  1951. 
The  excess  of  births  over  deaths  representing  the  natural  increase  in  the 
population  was  thus  177.  The  Registrar-General’s  estimate  of  the  mid- 
year population  was  30,520,  an  increase  of  110  over  the  1951  figure. 


The  resultant  Crude  Death  Rate  for  1952  is  10.36  per  thousand 
population.  The  Adjusted  Death  Rate  of  10.05  continues  to  maintain 
a favourable  differential  in  relation  to  the  smaller  towns  and  country  as 
a whole. 

Infant  Deaths  continued  to  fall  numerically,  but  being  related  to 
fewer  births,  the  resulting  Infant  Mortality  Rate  was  22.31  per  1,000 
live  births  as  compared  to  the  rate  of  21.31  in  1951  : the  corresponding 
rate  in  the  smaller  towns  was  25.8. 

While  infectious  disease  was,  on  the  whole,  less  prevalent  than 
in  1951,  the  year  cannot  be  classed  as  one  of  low  incidence.  Measles 
was  epidemic  in  the  early  part  of  the  year  and  although  the  number 
of  cases  was  less  than  half  the  1951  total,  they  amounted  to  390  as 
compared  with  years  when  the  incidence  has  been  in  the  region  of  50. 
Similarly,  whooping  cough,  with  136  cases,  must  be  regarded  as  moder- 
ately prevalent.  The  incidence  of  scarlet  fever  was  below  the  average 
incidence  in  the  country,  while  pneumonia  was  a little  above  the  aver- 
age. Poliomyelitis  incidence  remained  low,  there  being  only  one  case. 
There  were  no  cases  of  enteric  disorder,  food  poisoning,  dysentery  or 
■enteric  fever. 

For  the  sixth  consecutive  year,  there  has  been  no  diptheria  in  the 
Borough.  As  this  experience  is  common  to  other  areas,  the  numbers 
of  individuals  who  have  even  indirect  knowledge  of  a case  of  diphtheria 
are  becoming  steadily  fewer.  There  will  naturally  follow  a lessening  of 
parents’  fear  that  their  child  may  contract  the  disease,  a fear  which 
has  motivated  much  of  the  demand  for  immunisation.  The  sense  of 
security  engendered  must,  however,  have  a sure  foundation  and  so  long 
as  diphtheria  occurs  in  a form  dangerous  to  life,  the  only  sure  founda- 
tion is  the  knowledge  that  the  reasonable  precaution  of  having  the 
child  immunised  has  been  taken.

The  variation  ^in  the  rates  is  probably  due  largely  to  differences 
in  the  age  composition  in  the  population  between  the  various  Wards. 
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Infant  Mortality 

Deaths  of  children  under  one  year  amounted  to  11,  resulting  in 
an  Infant  Mortality  Rate  of  22.31  per  1,000  live  births.  Although  the 
total  deaths  were  one  fewer  than  in  1951,  they  were  related  to  seventy 
fewer  births,  and  in  consequence,  the  Infant  Mortality  Rate  is  a point 
higher  than  1951.  The  rates  for  the  last  two  years  are  both  just  less 
than  half  the  rate  over  the  five  year  period  1936-40.  The  Infant 
Mortality  Rate  of  areas  of  comparable  size  in  1952  was  25.8  per  1,000 
live  births.  ,

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SECTION  11. 

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 
IN  THE  AREA 


Public  Health  Officers  of  the  Local  Authority 

Full  particulars  of  the  Public  Health  Officers  of  the  Council,, 
Medical,  Sanitary  and  Clerical,  including  in  each  case  information  as  to 
their  special  diplomas  or  certificates  of  qualification  as  well  as  their 
offices  and  duties,  have  been  incorporated  on  page  3 at  the  beginning 
of  this  Report. 

Laboratory  Facilities 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Royal  Hampshire  County 
Hospital,  Winchester,  continued  to  undertake  the  bacteriological 
examination  of  pathological  material,  water,  sewage,  milk  and  other 
foodstuffs : serological  examinations  (other  than  that  of  Venereal 
Disease)  : and  routine  examinations  of  milk  and  ice-cream  (phosphatase 
and  methylene  blue  tests).  These  services  were  extensively  used  and 
appreciation  is  recorded  of  the  co-operation  and  help  received  from  the 
Laboratory. 

The  services  of  the  Southampton  County  Borough  Analyst 
were  available  for  chemical  analyses  of  water,  sewage,  etc. 

Ambulance  Facilities 

While  ambulances  continued  to  be  based  on  the  Town  Hall 
Yard  during  the  year,  the  proposed  re-organisation  was  made  effective 
from  the  29th  June,  1952.  From  that  date,  ambulance  movements 
were  controlled  by  Winchester  Ambulance  Station  which  is  the  main 
station  for  the  area  into  which  the  Borough  falls.  The  procedure  for 
calling  an  ambulance  is  by  dialling  999  and  asking  for  Ambulance, 
arrangements  having  been  made  with  the  telephone  service  to  direct 
such  calls  from  the  area  to  Winchester.  Advance  bookings  should  be 
made  to  the  Senior  Head  Driver,  Winchester  Ambulance  Station, 
Kingsley  Place,  Stanmore,  Winchester  (Telephone  : Winchester  2536). 

Domiciliary  Nursing  and  Midwifery 

The  area  was  satisfactorily  covered  as  regards  both  nursing  and 
midwifery  services.  During  the  year  two  nurses  resident  in  Chandler’s 
Ford  were  providing  midwifery  and  general  nursing  services  there,  while 
three  midwives  and  three  whole  time  general  nurses  covered  Bishopstoke 
and  Central  Eastleigh. 
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Health  Visiting 

While  Health  Visitors,  who  combine  the  duties  of  Health  Visitors 
and  School  Nurses  together  with  care  and  after  care  functions,  have 
been  available  in  the  area  during  the  year,  resignations  and  illness  have 
combined  with  difficulty  in  recruiting  new  staff  to  render  the  service  less 
effective  than  would  be  desired.  One  Health  Visitor  serving  Eastleigh 
was  off  duty  throughout  the  year  as  a result  of  an  accident.  These 
difficulties,  which  were  not  peculiar  to  the  Borough,  had  to  be  met  by 
various  expedients  such  as  re-organisation  of  Health  Visitors’  areas  so 
as  to  bring  the  Bishopstoke  part  of  the  Borough  within  the  area  of  a 
Health  Visitor  whose  area  previously  was  entirely  in  the  adjacent  rural 
area  and  on  the  other  side,  to  extend  to  part  of  the  rural  area  the  ser- 
vices of  the  Health  Visitor  serving 'the  Central  areas  and  Chandler’s 
Ford.  The  nett  Health  Visitor  Service  available  within  the  Borough 
has  therefore  been  a fraction  in  excess  of  one  whole  time  visitor.  In 
addition,  frequent  changes  of  Health  Visitor  in  recent  years  has  militated 
against  that  continuity  of  contact  which  is  essential  to  the  establish- 
ment of  confidence  between  the  mother  and  the  Health  Visitor. 

Home  Help  Service 

During  the  year  there  has  been  a continuing  demand  for  help 
in  the  home,  mainly  from  the  aged  and  infirm  and  chronically  sick  and 
mainly  provided  at  modified  charges  or  without  charge. 

Application  for  help  should  be  made  to  the  Divisional  Organiser, 
Red -House,  Romsey  Road,  Eastleigh  (Telephone  : Eastleigh  87558). 

Day  Nursery 

At  the  Day  Nursery,  Tanker ville  House,  Romsey  Road,  accom- 
modation was  maintained  for  50  children.  Vacancies  were  filled  from 
a waiting  list  in  the  following  order  of  preference  : — 

(1)  Children  whose  mothers  are  obliged  to  work. 

(2)  Children  whose  mothers  are  ill  or  unable  for  some  special 

reason  to  care  for  them  themselves. 

(3)  Overcrowded  home  conditions. 

(4)  Children  suffering  from  some  disability  who  have  been 

especially  recommended. 

If  any  children  are  admitted  who  do  not  come  within  the 
above  groups,  it  is  on  the  understanding  that  the  child 
will  have  to  be  withdrawn  if  the  place  is  required  by 
another  child  with  a definite  reason  for  admission. 

Children  of  eighteen  months  to  five  years  are  cared  for  from 
8 a.m.  to  6 p.m.  Mondays  to  Fridays,  and  8 a.m.  to  1 p.m.  on  Saturdays. 
A charge  is  made  for  the  mid-morning  milk,  cod  liver  oil,  lunch  and  tea 
provided. 

The  children  are  subject  to  medical  examination  on  entry  and 
periodically  thereafter.

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Mass  Radiography 

Accommodation  was  provided  for  the  Unit  at  the  Health  Centre, 
■Chamberlayne  Road,  for  three  weeks  in  October  and  November,  1952. 

Hospitals 

General. — General  medical  and  surgical  hospital  services  have 
as  in  the  past  been  rendered  by  the  Royal  Hampshire  County  Hospital, 
Winchester,  the  Royal  South  Hants  Hospital,  Southampton  and  the 
Children’s  Hospital,  Southampton. 

Sanatoria. — Female  cases  were  accommodated  at  Hursley  Road 
Sanatorium  and  Fryern  Hill  Sanatorium,  Chandler’s  Ford,  male  cases 
were  accommodated  at  The  Mount  Sanatorium,  Bishopstoke,  and 
children  at  The  White  House,  Milford-on-Sea. 

Isolation. — Cases  requiring  hospitalisation  have  in  the  main 
been  accommodated  at  the  Victoria  Isolation  Hospital,  Winchester, 
and  the  Isolation  Hospital,  Southampton.  Special  arrangements  were 
continued  in  respect  of  cases  of  Poliomyelitis,  children  being  admitted 
to  the  Lord  Mayor  Treloar’s  Hospital,  Alton,  and  adults  to  the  Isolation 
Hospital,  Southampton. 

Patients  requiring  hospitalisation  of  any  description  have  been 
placed  either  by  direct  arrangement  with  the  hospital  or  via  the  Win- 
chester Bed  Service  (Telephone  No  : Winchester  2261)  or  Southampton 
Bed  Bureau  (Telephone  No  : Southampton  5117)  : a proportion  of 
cases,  particularly  Tuberculosis  and  Infectious  Disease,  have  had  to  be 

accommodated  further  afield  than  the  local  hospitals  and  sanatoria.

Maternity  and  Nursing  Homes 

Hospital  Service. — Rookwood  Maternity  Home,  Allbrook,  oper- 
ates as  a subsidiary  of  the  Maternity  Unit  of  the  Borough  Hospital, 
Southampton. 

Private. — One  home  is  registered  under  the  Acts  as  a Nursing 
Home.  It  has  no  maternity  accommodation  and  in  the  main  cares 
for  elderly  persons. 

Mortuary 

Limited  Mortuary  accommodation  is  available  in  the  out- 
buildings at  the  Town  Hall. 

Byelaws 

Under  the  Borough  of  Eastleigh  Scheme,  1936,  it  was  enacted, 
inter-alia,  that  all  Byelaws  made  before  1st  January,  1933,  ceased  to 
be  in  force  on  the  expiry  of  two  years  from  9th  November,  1936,  unless 
previously  repealed  or  altered.

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SECTION  III. 

PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OVER 
INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 


Measles 

Despite  the  fact  that  1951  was  a major  epidemic  year  for  this 
disease,  the  incidence  remained  fairly  high  in  1952,  a total  of  390  cases 
being  notified.  The  majority  of  cases  (339)  were  concentrated  in  the 
first  four  months  of  the  year  (January,  54  ; February,  171  ; March, 
101  ; April,  13),  following  the  usual  epidemic  pattern  of  a rapid  build-up 
followed  by  a sharp  recession.  May  and  June  were  free  of  cases.  Of 
the  remaining  cases  distributed  over  the  latter  half  of  the  year,  30 
occurred  in  October  and  comprised  the  bulk  of  a 36  case  Autumn  out- 
break in  one  of  the  camps  : a similar  localised  outbreak  occurred  in  the 
same  camp  two  years  ago. 

The  age  distribution  of  cases  was  essentially  similar  to  that  in 

1951

Whooping  Cough 

An  equal  number  of  males  and  females,  totalling  136  cases,  were 
notified  during  the  year.  The  average  number  of  cases  over  the 
previous  four  years  (1948-51)  was  132,  so  that  while  there  was  a 25  per 
cent,  reduction  in  the  number  of  cases  in  1952  as  compared  with  1951, 
the  general  level  of  incidence  over  the  preceding  four  years  was  main- 
tained. During  these  years  this  level  has  been  higher  in  varying 
degree  than  the  average  experience  of  similar  sized  towns.  This 
contrasts  with  the  four  year  period  1944-47  during  which  the  average 
number  of  cases  was  41  and  during  which  the  level  was  lower  than  that 
of  similar  sized  towns.  No  death  was  recorded  as  due  to  Whooping 
Cough. 

Seventy-five  of  the  cases  occurred  in  34  families,  of  which  28 
had  two  children  affected,  five  had  three,  and  one  had  four.  The 
75  cases  comprised  6 infants  under  the  age  of  one  year,  50  children  aged 
1-5  and  19  children  of  school  age.  The  relatively  greater  danger  of 
this  disease  to  the  infant  and  younger  child  has  been  stressed  in  pre- 
vious reports  and  reference  has  been  made  to  the  opportunities  for 
spread  of  infection  in  the  home  environment.  The  dates  of  sickening.

as  recorded,  of  these  children  would  indicate  the  probability  that  (a) 
five  of  the  infant  cases  were  infected  at  the  same  time  as  a child  aged 
1-5,  presumably  from  a common  source  ; (h)  that  in  five  instances  a 
•child  aged  1-5  infected  a sibling  in  the  same  age  group  ; and  (c)  that  in 
five  instances  a case  in  a school  child  was  responsible  for  a case,  or  cases, 
in  siblings  aged  1-5  and  the  remaining  infant  case. 

Scarlet  Fever 

Of  the  33  cases  notified,  twenty  were  school  children.  No 
individual  school  was  particularly  affected.  The  majority  (24)  of  the 
cases  occurred  during  the  first  three  months  of  the  year,  with  isolated 
cases  appearing  spasmodically  during  the  remainder  of  the  year. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum 

Both  of  the  cases  notified  were  in  respect  of  children  born  at 
home  : in  the  previous  two  years  notifications  had  been  solely  from 
hospital  units. 

Puerperal  Pyrexia 

Seven  unrelated  cases  were  notified,  three  of  which  were  from 
hospital,  an  incidence  of  10.2  per  1,000  live  and  still  births. 

Pneumonia 

Thirty  cases  of  pneumonia  were  notified  during  the  year,  19  of 
which  occurred  in  the  first  quarter  and  8 in  the  last  quarter.  Males 
and  females  were  in  equal  numbers  and  cases  occurred  in  practically 
all  age  groups.  No  epidemiological  significance  is  attached  to  the  fact 
that  sixteen  of  the  cases  were  domiciled  in  the  Chandler’s  Ford  Ward. 

Erysipelas 

Three  cases  occurred  in  the  elderly,  one  of  whom  had  previously 
suffered  from  the  disease. 

Acute  Poliomyelitis 

One  case  of  poliomyelitis  occurred  in  a school  child  in  the  last  quarter 
of  the  year.  The  total  number  of  cases  confirmed  in  the  six  years 
1947-52  is  seven.  The  total  number  of  cases  recorded  in  the  six  years 
immediately  preceding  1947  (when  the  disease  showed  a marked  rise  in 
incidence  throughout  the  country)  is  also  seven.  Notwithstanding  the 
increase  experienced  elsewhere,  there  has  thus  been  over  that  period 
no  manifest  increase  in  local  incidence.  It  may  be  that  local  condi- 
tions are  unpropitious  to  spread  of  the  disease,  but  a longer  experience 
of  unenhanced  incidence  is  required  in  order  to  favour  that  explanation 
in  preference  to  a purely  fortuitous  one. 

Food  Poisoning  and  Enteric  Diseases 

No  case  of  food  poisoning,  dysentery  or  enteric  fever,  was  re- 
ported during  the  year. 

Diphtheria 

For  the  sixth  consecutive  year  there  has  been  no  case  of  diph- 
theria in  the  Borough. 
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Diphtheria  Immunisation 

Facilities  for  diphtheria  immunisation  were  maintained  during 
the  year.  At  the  appropriate  time,  each  mother  of  a baby  known  to 
be  in  the  area  is  acquainted  of  the  facilities  by  means  of  which  she  may 
have  her  baby  immunised  and  is  urged  to  have  this  done  whether  by 
her  own  doctor,  at  the  Child  Welfare  Clinics,  or  at  a special  morning 
clinic  held  in  conjunction  with  the  School  Clinic.  Leaflets  and  Official 
Paid  Cards  supplied  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  are  utilised  in  this  con- 
nection. Where  the  mother  indicates  that  she  would  like  her  own 
doctor  to  perform  the  immunisation,  he  is  advised  so  that  he  can  make 
any  personal  arrangements  desired  : in  other  instances,  an  invitation 
to  one  of  the  clinics  is  extended. 

The  Health  Visitor  plays  a very  important  role  in  regard  to 
personal  propaganda,  both  at  clinics,  but  particularly,  in  the  course  of 
her  home  visits,  which  includes  the  homes  of  mothers  who  do  not  attend 
the  clinics.  As  the  Health  Visitor  gains  the  confidence  of  the  mothers, 
so  her  influence  and  advice  is  the  more  likely  to  prevail.  Frequent 
changes  of  staff,  with  temporary  secondment  of  staff  from  other  areas, 
have  militated  against  the  development  of  this  confidence,  while  overall 
Health  Visitor  staff  shortage  has  resulted  in  fewer  follow  up  visits  being 
made. 

With  the  co-operation,  and  indeed  the  universally  willing  co-opera- 
tion, of  Head  Teachers,  arrangements  are  made  to  hold  immunisation 
sessions  at  each  school  periodically  so  that  any  child  not  previously 
immunised  may  be  immunised  and  ^so  that  previously  immunised 
children  may  have  their  immunity  reinforced  by  a single  injection — 
this  is  recommended  at  intervals  of  five  years  during  school  life.  Cards 
are  issued  to  parents  from  the  school  to  acquaint  them  of  these  facilities 
and  of  the  desirability  of  reinforcement  of  previous  immunisation,  so 
that  written  consent  is  obtained  before  any  child  is  injected.  Cards 
are  only  issued  to  those  known  to  be  due  for  reinforcement  or  in  respect 
of  whom  no  record  of  primary  immunisation  is  held. 

The  relevant  tables  show  (A)  the  number  of  children  immunised 
and  given  reinforcing  injections  in  each  year  since  1942,  and  (B) 
the  overall  immunisation  state  of  children  in  the  Borough  who  fall 
within  the  age  groups  0 — 14  in  each  year  since  1943. 

Table  {A)  shows  a definite  improvement  over  last  year  in  the 
numbers  both  of  children  under  5 and  children  of  school  age  who  were 
submitted  for  primary  immunisation  during  the  year. 

In  Table  {B)  the  figures  relating  to  child  population  are  to  be 
considered  only  as  a rough  estimate,  as  the  Registrar-General  is  now  un- 
able to  supply  this  information  : it  follows  that  the  percentages  pro- 
tected are  subject  to  some  error.  The  general  immunisation  state 
shows  a slight  improvement  due  to  a higher  protection  rate  in  the  school 
population,  while  the  position  regarding  children  of  pre-school  age 
has  remained  stable.  Of  the  1381  immunised  children  under  the  age 
of  5,  1,355  were  between  1 and  5 years,  i.e.  approximately  58  per 
cent,  protected.

The  number  of  children  vaccinated  continues  to  increase  steadily 
if  not  spectacularly,  172  in  1950,  257  in  1951,  323  in  1952.  Of  the  total 
in  1952,  267  were  in  infants  under  the  age  of  1 year,  which  means  that 
approximately  50  per  cent,  of  infants  were  vaccinated. 

This  contrasts  strikingly  with  diphtheria  immunisation  : only 
76  children  under  the  age  of  one  were  immunised.  Thus,  three  and  a 
half  times  as  many  mothers  of  children  under  one  had  their  babies 
vaccinated  as  had  their  babies  immunised.  They  did  so  at  no  less 
trouble  to  themselves  and  with  no  less  upset  in  the  baby.  Such  dis- 
parity in  the  figures,  combined  with  the  increasing  uptake  of  vaccina- 
tion, would  suggest  that  the  publicity  which  recent  outbreaks  of  small- 
pox have  received,  is  more  compelling  than  propaganda  relating  to  a 
disease  which  is  rapidly  becoming  unknown. 

Tuberculosis 

During  the  year,  33  new  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  came 
to  notice,  some  6 fewer  than  1951  ; on  the  other  hand,  6 more  cases  of 
non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  notified. 

Of  the  pulmonary  cases  4 were  cases  previously  notified  in  other 
areas,  who  had  moved  into  the  district,  and  two  were  service  cases. 
Four  deaths  were  attributable  to  pulmonary  tuberculosis  as  compared 
with  10  in  1951,  a mortality  of  0.13  per  thousand  population  as  com- 
pared with  0.22  per  thousand  in  areas  of  comparable  size. 
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Mass  Radiography 

A Mass  Radiography  Survey  was  held  by  the  Southampton 
Mass  Radiography  Unit  in  October,  when  facilities  were  made  available 
to  private  firms  and  secondary  schools,  as  well  as  the  general  public. 
During  the  three  weeks  2,433  members  of  the  general  public  presented 
themselves  for  examination  as  compared  with  1,058  in  the  two  week 
survey  in  1951.  Of  the  total  of  3,751  examined  in  this  survey,  7 were 
found  to  be  suffering  from  active  tuberculosis,  i.e.  1.8  per  thousand 
examined  and  43  showed  signs  of  inactive  tuberculosis.

Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1952  and  the- 
Fifteenth  as  your  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector. 

The  work  of  the  Sanitary  Department  comprises  Sections  IV, 
V and  VI  of  this  Report,  dealing  with  the  Sanitary  Circumstances  of 
the  District,  Housing  and  the  Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food 
respectively. 

The  ever  increasing  use  of  Caravans  as  temporary  dwellings,  the 
provision  of  a new  trunk  sewer  to  relieve  the  congestion  at  Chandler’s 
Ford,  and  the  question  of  refuse  disposal,  have  again  been  the  main 
sanitary  problems  which  the  Council  have  dealt  with  during  the  year, 
and  a short  report  on  these  matters  is  included  in  Section.  IV. 

The  high  cost  of  housing  repairs  is  still  one  of  the  major 
difficulties  met  with  when  any  attempt  is  made  to  recondition  the 
older  type  of  property  in  the  area.  Forty-one  houses  were  inspected 
and  recorded  under  the  Housing  Consolidation  Regulations,  and  of  this 
number  it  was  found  that  seventeen  could  not  be  repaired  at  reasonable 
cost  and  had  to  be  dealt  with  as  such  houses. 

The  number  of  animals  slaughtered  during  the  year  at  the 
Bacon  Factory  was  49,779.  This  is  an  increase  of  8,924  on  the  total 
of  40,855  in  1951,  and,  as  indicated  in  my  previous  reports,  there  are 
signs  that  the  increased  killings  will  continue.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

(a)  Water. 

Eastleigh  is  supplied  with  water  by  the  Southampton  Corpora- 
tion Waterworks,  and  I am  indebted  to  Mr.  J.  Hawksley,  O.B.E.,  B.Sc., 
M.Inst.C.E.-  (Waterworks  Engineer  and  Manager),  for  the  following 
information  : — 

(i)  The  water  supply  to  the  Borough  of  Eastleigh  during  the 
year  1952  has  been  satisfactory  (a)  in  quantity  and  (6) 
in  quality. 

(ii)  Regular  bacteriological  examinations  are  made  of  all  water 
supplied  by  the  Southampton  Corporation. 

All  water  from  the  Corporation’s  sources  of  supply  is 
treated  before  distribution. 

The  supply  to  the  Borough  of  Eastleigh  may  be  afforded 
from  any  one  or  more  of  the  three  following  sources  : — 

Wells  in  the  chalk  at  Otterbourne. 

Wells  in  the  chalk  at  Twyford. 

River  Itchen  at  Otterbourne. 

After  treatment  the  waters  from  the  above  three  sources 
are  pumped,  as  required,  to  the  various  areas  supplied,  and 
separate  zones  of  supply  for  the  distribution  of  the  water 
from  each  source  are  not  maintained.  Samples  of  the 
treated  water  for  bacteriological  examination  are  taken  at 
various  points,  and  the  three  following  groups  of  samples 
are  submitted  as  covering  the  whole  of  the  supply  to  East- 
leigh, which  must  pass  through  one  or  other  of  the  follow- 
ing service  reservoirs  : —

(iv)  All  the  water  supplied  in  the  Borough  of  Eastleigh  is 
softened  by  means  of  the  lime  process  and  sterilised  by 
means  of  the  “ Chloramine  treatment  (chlorine  and 
ammonia)  before  distribution,  and  the  water  supplied  from 
the  River  Itchen  is  subjected,  in  addition,  to  a process  of 
sedimentation  (with  the  addition  of  sulphate  of  alumina) 
followed  by  filtration  through  rapid  gravity  sand  filters. 

(v)  The  total  number  of  dwelling-houses  in  the  Borough  of 
Eastleigh  supplied  from  public  water  mains  is  (a)  8,473 
direct  to  the  houses  and  (h)  none  by  stand-pipe.

(b)  Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

, The  drainage  system  of  the  district  is  of  the  “ Partly  Combined  '' 
and  “ Separate  ” systems,  and  the  whole  of  the  Borough  is  sewered  with 
the  exception  of  some  small  areas  at  “ Middle,'’  “ Stoke  Common," 
“ Boyatt  " and  “ Chandler’s  Ford.’’ 

In  December,  1951,  following  a complaint  from  the  residents, 
and  a report  from  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  that  there  was  evidence 
of  extensive  sewage  overflow  in  the  lower  part  of  Park  Road,  the 
Borough  Engineer  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Committee  a Scheme 
for  the  improvement  of  the  sewerage  system  at  Chandler’s  Ford,  when 
a Sub-Committee  was  appointed  to  consider  the  matter.  This  Sub- 
Committee  met  in  January,  1952,  and  recommended  that  the  Scheme 
as  submitted  to  them  by  the  Borough  Engineer  for  a proposed  trunk 
sewer  from  Mead  Road,  Chandler’s  Ford,  to  the  Pumping  Station  at 
Chickenhall,  be  forwarded  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government.  This  was  agreed  to,  and  an  investigation  by  an  Engineer- 
ing Inspector  of  the  Ministry  was  held  in  the  Council  Chamber  on  the 
20th  May,  1952,  following  which  the  Ministry  approved  the  proposals 
in  principle.  Further  discussions  with  the  Ministry  on  technical  points 
took  place  during  the  following  months,  and  on  the  9th  of  October, 
1952,  the  Borough  Engineer  reported  to  the  Public  Health  Committee 
that  he  hoped  to  commence  the  work  in  the  first  quarter  of  1953. 

With  the  completion  of  the  Chestnut  Avenue  Housing  Estate, 
the  village  of  “ Middle  ’’  has  completely  lost  its  rural  isolation,  and  an 
extension  of  the  sewer  from  the  corner  of  Passfield  Avenue  along 
Chestnut  Avenue  to  Doncaster  Earm  would  appear  to  be  justified. 
This  matter  has  been  discussed  with  the  Borough  Engineer,  who  has 
agreed  to  consider  the  matter.

(c)  Closet  Accommodation. 

The  greater  part  of  the  closet  accommodation  in  the  district 
is  on  the  water  carriage  system,  except  in  the  outlying  areas,  where 
there  are  still  some  one  hundred  and  forty-one  houses  using  the  con- 
servancy system.

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(d)  Public  Cleansing. 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  method  of  scavenging  the  area 
during  1952,  but  during  the  year  under  review  the  subject  of  refuse 
collection  and  disposal,  together  with  that  of  collecting  waste  paper 
and  the  cleansing  of  cesspools,  received  the  consideration  of  the  Public 
Health  Committee. 

Under  present  arrangements,  the  contents  of  pail  closets  are 
collected  and  disposed  of  at  the  Sewage  Works  for  filtration,  and  the 
contents  of  cesspools  are  collected  by  mechanical  cesspool  emptiers 
and  disposed  of  at  the  Sewage  Works  or  in  a sewer. 

Dry  house  refuse  is  removed  weekly  in  mechanical  vehicles  and 
disposed  of  by  tipping  at  a worked  out  sand  pit  at  Fair  Oak,  and  in 
conjunction  with  the  appropriate  official  of  the  Borough  Surveyor’s 
Department,  the  tip  is  kept  as  free  from  nuisance  as  possible.  The 
face  of  the  tip  is  sprayed  with  creosote  during  the  summer  months  to 
prevent  nuisance  from  flies  and  crickets,  and  the  Assistant  Rodent 
Officer  treated  the  tip  in  March,  May,  August  and  December,  when 
it  was  estimated  that  forty,  thirty-five,  thirty-three  and  fifty-two  rats 
respectively  were  destroyed  ; at  the  same  time  all  the  houses  within 
the  vicinity  of  the  tip  were  surveyed  and  treated  where  necessary. 

Four  complaints  in  respect  of  the  refuse  tip  were  received  during 
the  year.  Three  were  in  respect  of  fly  infestation  and  one  of  nuisance 
from  crickets.  Upon  investigation  it  was  found  that  all  the  nuisances 
complained  of  arose  in  the  adjoining  Rural  District,  chiefly  through 
the  indiscriminate  dumping  of  household  and  garden  refuse.  The 
Senior  Sanitary  Inspector  of  the  district  concerned  was  approached, 
and  he  undertook  to  circularise  the  people  residing  in  the  vicinity  of 
the  tip,  after  which  no  further  complaints  were  received. 

During  the  same  period  the  Public  Health  Committee  gave 
further  consideration  to  the  recommendation  of  their  Sub-Committee 
regarding  the  acquiring  and  utilising  of  an  area  of  the  irrigation 
meadows  in  Barton  Peverel  as  a site  for  a controlled  tip.  On  the  1st 
April,  1952,  the  Town  Clerk  reported  that  the  County  Planning  Com- 
mittee had  granted  permission  to  the  Borough  Council  for  the  use 
of  the  site  as  a refuse  tip,  and  on  the  13th  November,  1952,  the  Public 
Health  Committee  were  informed  that  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and 
Local  Government  proposed  to  direct  a local  public  enquiry  to  be  held 
in  connection  with  the  proposal,  but  no  date  had  then  been  fixed. 

On  the  9th  October,  1952,  the  Public  Health  Committee 
appointed  a Sub-Committee  to  investigate  the  question  of  cesspools 
generally,  giving  them  the  widest  possible  terms  of  reference.  The 
Sub-Committee  met  on  the  30th  October,  when  they  considered  a 
report  from  the  Borough  Engineer  showing  : the  number  of  properties 
within  the  Borough  situated  where  there  was  no  sewer  immediately 
available  and  were  using  cesspool  drainage  ; the  number  of  visits  that 
had  to  be  paid  to  these  properties  in  1950  /51  for  the  purpose  of  empty- 
ing and  cleansing  the  cesspool,  and  the  annual  cost  of  the  service. 
The  matter  was  still  under  consideration  at  the  end  of  the  year.

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(k)  Smoke  Abatement. 

Four  complaints  in  respect  of  nuisance  from  smoke  emission 
were  received  during  1952.  Four  different  premises  were  involved  and 
in  each  case  smoke  and  grit  emission  was  complained  of.  The  Managers 
of  the  firms  concerned  were  interviewed  and  no  further  complaints  were 
received. 

(/)  Rats  and  Mice. 

The  systematic  destruction  of  rats  and  mice  in  the  Borough 
started  in  1944  under  the  old  1919  Rats  and  Mice  Destruction  Act, 
and  now  under  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949,  was 
continued  throughout  the  year.  / 

Since  the  shopping  areas  were  treated  by  Block  Control  in  1945 
very  few  cases  of  infestation  by  rats  have  arisen  in  the  area,  but  in 
the  early  part  of  the  year  a small  infestation  was  discovered.  Only 
three  premises  were  affected  and  these  .were  treated  simultaneously, 
and  since  that  time  no  further  signs  of  rats  have  been  evident. 

The  Annual  10  per  cent.  Test  Bait  of  the  sewers  in  the  Borough 
was  started  on  the  3rd  June,  1952,  and  completed  on  the  6th  June,  1952. 
An  inspection  of  the  Eastleigh,  Bishopstoke  and  Fair  Oak  areas  on  the 
5th  June  showed  that  there  had  been  three  “ complete  takes  ” and  one 
“ partial  take  ” in  a section  of  the  sewer  between  The  Crescent  and 
Market  Street.  An  inspection  of  the  Chandler’s  Ford  and  Allbrook 
areas  on  the  6th  June  showed  a “ complete  take  ” in  Keble  Road  and 
a “ complete  take  ” in  Mead  and  King’s  Road.  As  this  was  the  first 
time  that  any  takes  of  bait  had  been  recorded  in  the  Chandler’s  Ford 
area,  the  benches  were  re-baited  and  tracing  powder  was  also  laid. 
The  resultant  check-up  left  no  doubt  but  that  rats  were  present.  The 
Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  were  informed  and  advised  as  to 
the  dates  of  the  first  maintenance  treatment. 

Following  the  Test  Bait  of  the  sewers  between  the  3rd  and  6th 
June,  1952,  and  the  discovery  that  three  small  sections  were  infested, 
a Maintenance  treatment  was  started  on  the  23rd  and  completed  on 
the  26th  June,  1952.  In  all,  forty-three  manholes  were  baited  and 
takes  were  recorded  in  nine.  These  were  treated  with  damp  sausage 
rusk  and  the  poison  used  was  Zinc  Phosphide.  An  inspection  after  the 
poisoning  showed  that  there  had  been  “ partial  takes  ” in  eight  of 
the  manholes,  and  in  order  to  comply  with  instructions  laid  down 
by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  another  treatment  was 
to  be  given  at  a later  date. 

In  accordance  with  the  Minutes  of  the  Public  Health  Committee, 
dated  the  10th  April,  1952,  the  question  of  the  disinfestation  of  the 
British  Railways  was  taken  up  with  the  District  Engineer,  who  agreed 
to  a survey  of  the  whole  of  the  Railway  Property  being  carried  out 
and  undertook  to  place  the  estimate  of  the  cost  of  disinfestation  before 
the  Railway  Authorities. 
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The  survey  of  the  Railway  Property  was  carried  out  during 
June,  1952,  and  an  estimate  for  the  cost  of  the  work  was  accepted  and 
returned  in  September,  1952. 

It  was  ascertained  that  the  area  to  be  treated  was  approximately 
95  acres,  and  it  was  decided  to  divide  this  up  into  six  areas,  each  area 
to  be  treated  by  one  Operator  in  one  week.  Each  Operator  was  supplied 
with  a map  of  the  area  which  he  was  treating,  and  this  had  the  effect 
of  saving  time  by  preventing  overlapping  and  the  work  of  disinfesta- 
tion of  the  British  Railways’  property  at  Eastleigh,  which  was  started 
on  the  3rd  November,  1952,  was  completed  on  the  5th  December,  1952. 

During  the  first  week,  the  area  between  the  Locomotive  Works 
and  the  Carriage  Works  was  treated,  also  the  Running  Sheds  and 
the  southern  section  of  the  Locomotive  Works.  During  the  second 
week,  the  remainder  of  the  Locomotive  Works,  the  Station  buildings 
and  the  southern  section  of  the  Carriage  Works  were  treated.  During 
the  third  week,  the  remainder  of  the  Carriage  Works  and  the  area 
north  of  Bishopstoke  Road  were  treated. 

It  was  also  found  possible  during  the  course  of  this  treatment 
for  rats  to  treat  a large  number  of  buildings  for  mice,  i.e.,  dining  rooms, 
offices,  stores,  etc. 

Prior  to  the  treatment  of  the  railway  property,  the  houses 
-adjoining  the  railway  and  Carter  Paterson  and  Pickford’s  Joint  Parcels 
Services  had  been  treated  as  one  block.

The  choice  of  A.N.T.U.  as  the  primary  poison  was  decided  upon 
chiefly  because  the  Railway  Authorities  issue  a variety  of  poisons,  the 
chief  content  being  either  phosphorus  or  squill.  It  was  decided,  after 
the  initial  treatment  had  been  completed,  to  lay  a post-bait  at  all 
the  places  that  had  shown  a heavy  take.  The  post  bait  was  laid  on 
the  1st  December,  1952,  and  was  inspected  on  the  following  day,  and 
where  “ takes  " were  recorded  the  baits  were  renewed,  thus  having 
the  effect  of  converting  the  post  bait  into  a re-treatment  and  thereby 
saving  two  days’  labour.

, Before  the  work  commenced  a great  deal  of  preliminary  planning 
had  to  be  done,  and  I should  like  to  acknowledge  the  help  and  co-opera- 
tion of  the  District  Engineer  and  the  Chiefs  of  the  various  sections  of 
the  Railway,  who  supplied  guides  for  the  initial  survey  and  also  for 
the  treatment  proper,  and  in  addition  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the 
Rodent  Department  two  buildings  in  which  to  store  and  mix  the  baits. 

Mr.  Wyman,  the  Area  Inspector  from  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture 
and  Fisheries,  visited  the  Railway  during  the  treatment  and  expressed 
himself  as  satisfied  with  the  progress  of  the  work. 

Warfarin. — This  is  a new  poison,  and  after  extensive  experiments 
had  been  carried  out  by  the  Infestation  Control  Division  of  the  Ministry 
of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  it  was  recommended  to  Local  Authorities 
to  be  used  under  suitable  conditions.  Warfarin  is  a blood  anti-coagu- 
lant, which,  when  ingested  over  a period  of  time,  induces  fatal 
haemorrhage  in  rats  and  mice. 

The  Toxity  of  Warfarin  varies  for  the  different  species  of  rodents. 
The  ship  rat  is  stated  to  be  some  3 — 4 times  more  resistant  than  the 
common  rat  and  the  house  mouse  even  more  so. 
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Warfarin  can  be  dangerous  to  other  animals  if  taken  in  small 
doses  regularly,  but  small  single  doses  are  relatively  harmless. 

Treatments  have  been  given  by  the  department  during  the  year 
under  review,  and  there  is  no  doubt  that,  when  conditions  are  suitable. 
Warfarin  is  a most  useful  addition  to  the  other  accepted  poisons. 

The  Borough  is  divided  into  two  sections  for  the  purpose  of 
rodent  control,  each  section  being  allocated  to  one  of  the  Rodent 
Operators.  All  complaints  which  were  received  from  each  area  were 
inspected  by  the  Assistant  Rodent  Officer,  and  from  the  source  of  the 
complaints  blocks  were  built  up  and  systematically  treated  by  the 
Operator  concerned. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  the  Assistant  Rodent  Officer,  with  the 
assistance  of  the  Rodent  Operators,  enforced  the  provisions  of  the 
Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949,  in  premises  outside  the 
scope  of  the  Private  Dwellings  Scheme.  This  included  visits  to  the 
Sewage  Disposal  Works,  Refuse  Tip,  Council  Depot,  Business  Premises, 
Factories,  Camps  and  agricultural  land.

(m)  Camping  Sites. 

During  the  year  1952  the  use  of  caravans  as  temporary  dwellings 
further  increased,  and  the  licensing  of  land  as  sites  for  movable  dwellings 
received  further  consideration  from  both  the  Borough  Health  Com- 
mittee and  the  Borough  Development  Sub-Committee  of  the  Area 
Planning  Committee. 

Eleven  applications  to  erect  and  station  and  use  movable 
dwellings  on  various  sites  within  the  Borough  were  considered  by  the 
Borough  Health  Committee  during  the  year.  Three  of  the  applications 
were  for  the  renewal  of  licences  granted  for  a limited  period  in  1951, 
and  all  three  licences  were  renewed  for  a further  limited  period  expiring 
in  1953.  Of  the  other  eight  applications,  five  were  granted  for  limited 
periods  expiring  in  1953  and  three  were  refused. 

Seven  applications  for  planning  permission  to  develop  land  as 
caravan  sites  were  considered  by  the  Development  Sub-Committee 
during  the  year.  Two  of  these  were  applications  for  the  extension  of. 
limited  periods  for  which  permission  had  been  granted  in  the  year  1951. 
Both  applicants  received  permission  for  a further  limited  period  expiring 
in  1953  and  permission  to  increase  the  number  of  caravans  on  their 
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sites.  The  permitted  increases  were  from  9 to  22  in  one  case  and  8 to  12 
in  the  other.  Two  of  the  remaining  five  applications  were  refused  and 
three  were  each  granted  permission  to  develop  a site  for  one  caravan 
for  a limited  period  expiring  in  1953. 

The  number  of  sites  in  the  Borough  which  were  used  for  camping 
purposes  on  the  31st  December,  1945,  was  two,  and  the  number  of 
caravans  stationed  on  these  sites  was  also  two.  Since  that  date  the 
number  of  caravan  dwellers  and  number  of  sites  in  the  Borough  has 
increased  annually  until  the  year  under  review,  when  the  number  of 
caravan  sites  dropped,  although  the  number  of  caravan  dwellers 
increased.  This  is  due  to  the  Council’s  policy  of  encouraging  caravan 
dwellers  to  use  existing  sites  where  the  number  of  caravans  can  be 
controlled  annually  to  meet  requirements.  Exceptions  to  this  policy 
are  sometimes  made  in  the  case  of  applicants  who  wish  to  erect  a 
caravan  for  a period  of  a few  months  on  a site  on  which  they  are  erecting 
a permanent  dwelling.

(n)  Bathing  Pools. 

An  open-air  bathing  pool  has  been  provided  by  the  Council  for 
the  use  of  the  public.  The  site  lies  between  two  tributaries  of  the 
River  Itchen,  the  bed  of  the  one  on  the  west,  a mill  stream,  being 
seven  feet  higher  than  the  one  on  the  east,  so  that  a continuous  flow 
of  water  is  maintained  throughout  the  pool.  Samples  of  water  from 
the  pool  and  river  are  sent  to  the  County  Analyst  by  the  Borough 
Engineer’s  Department. 

There  is  also  a private  bathing  pool  at  the  Pirelli-General  Sports 
Ground. 

(o)  Tents,  Vans  and  Sheds. 

No  action  was  taken  in  respect  of  tents,  vans  and  sheds  during 
the  year  under  review. 

(f)  Offensive  Trades.

Housing  Repairs. 

One  hundred  and  six  complaints  in  respect  of  housing  defects 
and  dampness  were  received  in  the  Sanitary  Department  during  1952 
as  compared  with  one  hundred  and  thirty-five  during  1951.  All  these 
complaints  were  investigated  by  the  Sanitary  Officers,  and  where  action 
was  found  to  be  necessary  the  owners  were  first  dealt  with  informally. 

Every  effort  is  made  to  encourage  owners  to  carry  out  essential 
repairs  to  their  property,  and  one  hundred  and  sixty-nine  notices  were 
served  during  the  year  under  review.  In  sixteen  cases  only  was  it 
found  necessary  to  resort  to  formal  action,  when  statutory  notices  were 
served  under  the  Public  Health  Act.  No  work  in  default  was  executed 
by  the  Council.

Verminous  Premises  and  Articles. 

The  disinfestation  of  verminous  premises  and  articles  is  carried

Of  the  seven  houses  found  to  be  verminous,  two  were  infested 
with  bugs  and  five  with  fleas.  Both  the  houses  infested  with  bugs 
were  privately  owned  ; in  one  case  three  treatments  were  necessary 
before  the  infestation  was  cleared,  but  the  other  house  required  only 
one  treatment. 

Of  the  five  houses  infested  with  fleas,  four  were  privately  owned 
and  one  was  Council  property.  One  house  required  two  treatments 
and  the  remainder  one  only. 

All  the  infested  houses  were  treated  with  Zaldecide. 
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SECTION  VI. 


INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 
Report  by  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector. 


(A.)  MILK. 

There  were  no  changes  made  during  the  year  in  the  law  relating 
to  milk,  the  most  recent  legislation  being  the  Food  and  Drugs  (Milk, 
Dairies  and  Artificial  Cream)  Act,  1950,  which  came  into  operation 
on  the  1st  January,  1951.  This  Act  was  a consolidating  Act  repealing 
portions  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Acts,  1938  and  1944,  and  the  whole 
being  cited  as  the  Food  and  Drugs  Acts,  1938  to  1950. 

(1)  Supply  and  Distribution. 

The  control  of  milk  production  is  the  responsibility  of  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  but  Local  Authorities,  who  may 
or  may  not  be  Food  and  Drugs  Authorities,  control  the  processing  and 
distributive  sides.  The  Hampshire  County  Council,  who  are  the  Food 
and  Drugs  Authority,  are  responsible  for  the  issue  of  licences  to 
Pasteurise  and  Sterilise  milk,  but  in  1950  the  County  delegated  their 
powers  and  duties  under  the  Milk  (Special  Designation)  (Pasteurised 
and  Sterilised  Milk)  Regulations,  1949,  to  the  Councils  of  County 
Districts. 

The  bulk  of  the  milk  sold  within  the  Borough  is  processed  at 
two  large  dairies,  both  of  which  are  equipped  with  “ High  Temperature 
Short  Time  ’’  plants.  At  one  of  the  premises  a ‘‘  Federal  ” dairy 
^ pasteurises  the  milk  for  retail  distribution  by  local  societies  in  Eastleigh 
and  Winchester.  During  the  year  the  controlling  interest  in  the  other 
dairy  was  bought  by  a large  firm  operating  in  Southampton,  but  the 
dairy  continued  to  operate  in  its  normal  way.  The  consumer  in  East- 
leigh still  has  a choice  of  the  following  milk  : — Tuberculin  Tested  milk. 
Pasteurised  milk  and  Sterilised  milk.  Accredited  milk,  as  such,  is  not 
sold  and  this  designation  will  be  withdrawn  after  1954.

(3)  Milk  Sampling,  etc. 

Routine  sampling  of  various  milks,  clean  bottles,  detergents  and 
rinse  waters  was  carried  out  during  the  year.  Samples  are  transported 
to  the  testing  laboratory  in  an  insulated  container  which  is  not  artifi- 
cially cooled.  Bacteriological  examination  of  samples  is  carried  out  at 
the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Winchester,  free  of  charge,  but  there 
is  now  no  County  Laboratory  dealing  with  chemical  examinations. 

{a)  Pasteurised  Milk. 

During  the  year  one  hundred  samples  of  Pasteurised  milk  were 
taken  and  all  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

(h)  Sterilised  Milk. 

This  milk  is  produced  at  one  of  the  dairies  and  is 
special  bottles  which  are  hermetically  sealed. 

Fourteen  samples  were  taken  during  the  year  and 
with  the  turbidity  test. 

(c)  Tuberculin  Tested  Milk. 

Both  dairies  receive  this  milk  already  bottled  from  the  farms, 
but  there  is  also  a considerable  amount  of  bulk  Tuberculin  Tested  milk 
which  is  treated  as  ordinary  milk  and  is  processed.  One  dairy  bottles 
some  of  the  bulk  Tuberculin  Tested  milk  received  from  the  County 
Council’s  Farm  Institute.  The  primary  responsibility  for  the  standard 
of  Tuberculin  Tested  milk  rests  with  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and 
Fisheries,  but  the  Local  Authority  have  the  power  to  take  samples. 

Owing  to  the  increased  demand  for  this  type  of  milk,  there  was 
a considerable  increase  in  the  number  of  samples  taken.  A total  of 
sixty-nine  samples  was  taken,  and  of  these  all  but  one  complied  with 
the  methylene  blue  test  and  were  reported  as  satisfactory.  The 
unsatisfactory  sample  was  not  greatly  below  the  standard  and  repeat 
samples  were  found  to  be  satisfactory.

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{d)  Bottle  Washing  and  Filling  Plants. 

Both  dairies  have  mechanical  bottle  washing  and  filling  machines 
in  which  the  returned  bottles  are  loaded  at  one  end,  and,  after  under- 
going cleansing  and  sterilising  treatment,  emerge  at  the  other  end  to  be 
automatically  filled  with  milk.  Both  plants  are  of  modern  design  and 
normally  very  efficient,  but  minor  trouble  was  experienced  at  one  dairy 
resulting  in  some  unsatisfactory  bottles. 

Clean  bottles,  in  batches  of  six,  are  regularly  tested  for  sterility 
at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  in  accordance  with  the  following 
standard  : —

One  hundred  and  seventy-four  bottles  were  examined,  and  of 
these  one  hundred  and  forty-four  were  reported  as  “ Satisfactory,” 
three  batches  of  six  as  “ Fairly  satisfactory  ” and  two  batches  of  six 
as  “ Unsatisfactory.”  In  addition  to  bottle  sampling,  routine  samples 
were  also  taken  of  the  detergents  and  rinse  waters  used.  Twenty-nine 
samples  of  detergents  and  forty-one  samples  of  rinse  waters  were  taken 
and  were  found  to  be  generally  satisfactory.  The  hot  rinse  sections 
of  both  machines  receive  chlorination  in  order  to  preyent  the  growth 
of  organisms  in  the  rinse  water.  In  both  cases  the, final  cold  rinse 
is  from  the  main  water  supply.  At  one  of  the  dairies  a proportion  of 
the  water  used  is  taken  from  a borehole,  and  two  samples  of  this  water 
were  taken  and  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

(B).  MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS. 

(1)  Slaughter-houses. 

Six  private  slaughter-houses  were  licensed  at  the  commencement 
of  the  year,  but  in  five  of  these  slaughtering  is  still  discontinued  under 
the  Live  Stock  (Restrictions  on 'Slaughtering)  Order.  The  slaughter- 
house allowed  to  continue  in  use  is  that  situated  at  the  Bacon  Factory 
of  Messrs.  Harris  (Eastleigh),  Ltd.,  a subsidiary  of  Messrs.  Harris 
(Caine),  Ltd. 

The  bacon  factory  is  of  modern  design,  and  the  principal  work 
is  naturally  the  slaughter  of  pigs  and  the  curing  of  the  sides  into  bacon, 
and  the  amount  produced  has  steadily  increased.  There  is  also  a con- 
siderable trade  in  the  smoking  of  imported  bacon  and  the  despatch  of 
pre-packed  provisions  and  sliced  bacon  to  retailers.  No  small  goods 
or  canned  foods  were  manufactured  on  the  premises. 

The  number  of  pigs  killed  was  49,779,  which  was  again  a sub- 
stantial increase  over  last  year’s  record  total  of  40,855.  The  carcases 
of  141  English  pigs  slaughtered  outside  the  district  were  also  received 
and  dealt  with  at  the  factory.  Despite  the  constant  supervision  by 
the  management  and  the  introduction  of  new  methods,  extensions  are 
desirable  in  order  to  still  further  improve  dhe  efficient  handling  of  the 
increased  throughput.  During  the  year  a mechanical  black  scraping 
machine  was  installed  in  the  slaughter-house,  and  the  line  operations 
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double  banked  to  deal  with  a higher  rate  of  killing.  The  washing 
facilities  in  the  slaughter-house  were  altered,  and  there  are  now  three 
wash-hand  basins,  each  fitted  with  a thermostatically  controlled  hot 
water  supply.  A new  water  main  was  connected  to  the  existing  water 
tower  to  augment  the  supply  available.  The  tops  of  three  of  the 
smoking  chambers  were  raised  to  the  level  of  the  other  three.  A 
mechanical  hoist  was  fitted  to  the  new  sawdust  store  and  a separate 
first  aid  room  was  provided  off  the  main  mess  room.  All  carcases 
are  inspected  by  the  Meat  Inspector,  and  judgment  is  based  principally 
on  the  recommendations  contained  in  Memo.  62  /Foods,  issued  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health.  Contained  in  a separate  room  adjacent  to  the 
slaughter-house  are  a fat  extracting  plant  and  a blood  drying  plant, 
and  no  complaints  were  received  in  respect  of  either  of  these  offensive 
trades.  All  condemned  carcases,  offal  and  blood  are  rendered  innocuous 
in  these  two  plants  on  the  premises.

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(3)  Diseased  or  Unsound  Meat  and  Food. 

As  a result  of  the  above  inspections,  various  diseased  or  unsound 
conditions  were  discovered  as  detailed  in  the  following  tables.  The 
amount  of  tuberculosis  is  shown  in  Table  I and  the  other  diseased 
conditions  in  Table  II.  Table  III  shows  the  number  of  carcases  and 
the  percentage  incidence  of  disease.  Table  IV  shows  the  amount  of 
meat  and  other  foods  surrendered  on  account  of  unsoundness.  In  all 
cases  where  the  food  was  not  subject  to  the  disposal  instructions  of  the 
Ministry  of  Food,  it  was  collected  and  disposed  of  by  the  Department. 
All  condemned  food  suitable  for  animal  feeding  is  disposed  of  through 
the  Council’s  Salvage  Scheme.  Food  which  is  unsuitable  for  this 
purpose  is  disposed  of  at  the  refuse  tip,  and  every  precaution  is  taken 
to  ensure  that  it  is  suitably  buried. 

Both  traders  and  the  public  seek  advice  regarding  suspected 
food,  and  during  the  year  121  such  requests  were  made  by  traders, 
whilst  complaints  from  the  public  numbered?.  The  food  is  examined 
immediately,  and  there  was  no  necessity  to  institute  legal  proceedings 
in  respect  of  any  unsound  foodstuffs  sold  or  exposed  for  sale  within  the 
Borough.

(5)  Adulteration. 

The  County  Council  are  the  Food  and  Drugs  Authority  within 
the  Borough,  and,  as  such,  take  routine  samples  of  food  and  drugs 
for  the  purpose  of  detecting  adulteration. 

(6)  Registered  Premises. 

The  number  of  premises  registered  under  Section  14  of  the  Food 


and  Drugs  Act,  1938,  is  as  follows  : —

The  above  figures  show  an  increase  of  eleven  on  the  number  of 
premises  registered  for  the  sale  of  ice-cream.  The  number  of  premises 
registered  for  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  ice-cream  was  reduced  from 
eight  to  seven,  but  only  at  two  of  these  premises  is  ice-cream  now  made. 
In  all  cases  the  premises  were  inspected  and  any  necessary  improve- 
ments effected  before  registration  was  granted  by  the  Council. 

(7)  Ice-Cream. 

The  Ice-cream  (Heat  Treatment,  etc.)  Regulations,  1947  to  1951, 
prescribe  certain  requirements  to  be  observed  in  the  manufacture  of 
ice-cream  intended  for  sale  for  human  consumption,  and  in  particular 
require  the  mixture  to  be  subjected  to  one  of  two  methods  of  heat 
treatment.  Under  the  Ice-cream  (Heat  Treatment,  etc.)  Amendment 
Regulations,  1952,  which  came  into  force  on  the  5th  May,  1952,  a third 
method  of  heat  treatment  was  permitted.  This  alternative  was  the 
High  Temperature  Short  Time  method,  in  which  the  ice-cream  mixture 
is  kept  at  a temperature  of  not  less  than  175°F.  for  at  least  fifteen 
seconds.  There  is  no  plant  of  this  type  yet  in  Eastleigh. 

There  are  only  two  manufacturers  of  ice-cream  within  the 
district.  Both  manufacture  in  accordance  with  the  conditions  of  the 
Ice-cream  (Heat  Treatment,  etc.)  Regulations,  1947  to  1951,  but  the 
processes  differ.  In  one  case  a retailer  makes  ice-cream  from  a “ com- 
plete cold  mix  ” powder,  which  means  a product  capable  of  manufacture 
into  ice-cream  by  the  addition  of  water  only  and  the  mixture  then 
frozen.  The  other  manufacturer  operates  on  a larger  scale  and  caters 
for  both  wholesale  and  retail  sale.  The  plant  is  modern  and  the  premises 
are  satisfactory.  The  ice-cream  is  made  by  one  of  the  heat  treatment 
methods  prescribed  and  both  recording  and  indicating  thermometers 
are  in  use.  The  bulk  of  the  ice-cream  sold  in  the  district  is  pre-packed 
ice-cream  obtained  from  the  larger  national  and  provincial  firms.

Note. — Owing  to  the  numerous  factors  governing  the  hygienic 
quality  of  ice-cream  and  to  the  experimental  error  of  the  laboratory 
itself,  it  is  unwise  to  pay  too  much  attention  to  the  bacteriological 
results  on  any  given  sample.  Judgment  should  be  based  rather  on  a 
series  of  samples.  It  is  suggested  that  over  a six-monthly  period  50 
per  cent,  of  a vendor’s  samples  should  fall  into  Grade  1,  80  percent,  in 
Grades  1 or  2,  not  more  than  20  per  cent,  into  Grade  3,  and  none 
in  Grade  4. 

It  is  further  suggested  that  if,  out  of  the  four  grades  recom- 
mended, ice-cream  consistently  fails  to  reach  Grades  1 or  2,  it  would 
be  reasonable  to  regard  this  as  indicating  defects  of  manufacture  or  of 
handling  which  call  for  further  investigation. 

A sample  of,  ice-cream  is  graded  by  the  result  of  a methylene 
blue  test  applied  to  the  product  after  an  incubation  period  of  seventeen 
hours  at  20°C.  The  test  is  simple  and  gives  a reasonable  indication  of 
the  purity  of  the  ice-cream.  The  summary  shows  that  the  percentages 
suggested  were  obtained  in  all  but  the  Grade  4 group.  The  samples 
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here  were  from  manufacturers  outside  the  District,  and  in  both  cases’ 
later  samples  were  found  to  be  satisfactory.  In  addition  to  notifying 
the  District  concerned,  reports  are  regularly  sent  to  both  retailers  and 
manufacturers  of  all  samples  affecting  them. 

(8)  Food  Poisoning. 

There  were  no  cases  of  Food  Poisoning  within  the  Borough 
during  1952. 

(9)  Food  Hygiene. 

The  condition  of  food  premises,  and  the  methods  employed 
therein,  is  controlled  by  powers  granted  under  the  Food  and  Drugs 
Act,  1938,  and  the  Food  Hygiene  Byelaws  made  under  Section  15  of 
the  Act  in  1950.  Constant  supervision  of  such  premises  is  maintained, 
and  during  the  year  sixteen  informal  notices  were  served  regarding 
various  defects  and  all  were  complied  with.  The  importance  of  food 
hygiene  cannot  be  too  strongly  emphasised  and  the  public  have  a right 
to  expect  a high  standard  from  all  concerned.
